Mr.  Borge,  who  was  noted  for  his  biting  satire  of  Hitler, 
became  a  target  of  the  Nazis  and,  after  receiving  repeated  warnings  and  threats  from  them,  hur¬ 
riedly  left  Finland  on  the  last  ship  to  sail  to  the  United  States. 

Since  arriving  in  this  country  Mr.  Borge  has  performed  on  Broadway,  on  radio  and  televi¬ 
sion,  in  films,  nightclubs  and  concert  auditoriums  and  at  the  White  House.  He  has  also  con¬ 
ducted  several  major  symphony  orchestras  around  the  world. 

Victor  Borge  is  a  unique  entertainer  combining  the  skills  of  an  accomplished  concert  pianist 
and  symphony  orchestra  conductor  with  a  mastered  sense  of  comedy  that  has  endeared  him  to 
the  world.

In  celebration  of  the  thirty-fifth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  Israel’s  independence,  Sisterhood  has 
invited  Ambassador  Naphtali  Lavie,  Consul 
General  of  Israel  in  New  York,  to  give  the 
congregation  an  “Israel  Update”.

His  father  was  renowned  throughout 
Europe  as  a  leader  of  Polish  Orthodoxy  who 
possessed  the  unusual  combination  of  vast 
Jewish  learning  and  a  broad  secular  educa¬ 
tion. 

Freed  from  Buchenwald  in  1945,  he  im¬ 
mediately  went  to  Israel  with  a  younger 
brother  whom  he  had  managed  to  rescue.

“Thanks  to  Scandinavia,”  a  scholarship 
fund  which  enables  Scandinavian  students  to 
study  at  American  universities.  The  fund  was 
established  by  Mr.  Borge  in  recognition  of 
the  selfless  help  the  Scandinavians  provided 
their  Jewish  brothers  during  the  Holocaust.

BE  COUNTED!  MARCH  FOR  SOVIET  JEWRY  MAY  22! 
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Israel  at  Thirty-Five 

Just  forty  years  ago,  in  1943,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  passed 
a  resolution  on  what  was  then  called 
Palestine.  Great  storm  clouds  covered 
Europe,  Asia  and  North  Africa,  and  World 
Jewry  was  in  the  midst  of  the  greatest 
catastrophe  in  our  very  long  life. 

“Park  Avenue  Synagogue,”  the  resolu¬ 
tion  said,  “recognizing  the  importance  of 
Palestine  in  contributing  to  a  solution  of  the 
problem  of  Jewish  homelessness  in  Europe, 
and  as  a  fountainhead  of  Jewish  cultural 
values,  endorses  the  Zionist  program.” 
When  I  read  those  words  from  a  document 
in  our  archives,  how  happy  I  was.  Forty 
years  ago,  and  right  to  the  point. 

Forty  years  later  and,  this  month,  thirty- 
five  years  after  the  State  of  Israel  was 
declared,  the  sage  words  of  the  Board  still 
ring  in  these  halls.  We  are  still  resolved  to 
support  Zionism  as  a  central  tenet  of  modern 
Jewish  life.  We  are  Zionists  dedicated  to 
Israel  as  a  home  for  Jews  and  as  a  foun¬ 
tainhead  for  Jewish  cultural  life. 

This  last  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  for 
Israel.  It  was  a  year  of  war  and  not  of  peace. 
It  was  a  year  when  many  Jews  have  them¬ 
selves  questioned  the  goals  and  programs  of 
Zionism  —  for  the  first  time  in  years.  But  for 
Zionists,  every  problem,  every  threat,  every

After  his  arrival  in  Israel,  he  devoted  his  time 
to  the  study  of  the  Talmud  as  well  as  to 
political  science.  In  1946,  he  joined  the 
Haganah  and  fought  in  the  War  of  In¬ 
dependence.  In  1949,  after  the  establishment 
of  the  State  of  Israel,  he  was  sent  to  Eastern 
Europe  by  Aliyah  Bet  to  help  save  the  rem¬ 
nants  of  European  Jewry  and  to  bring  them 
to  Israel. 

Mr.  Lavie  was  News  Editor  and  a  senior 
correspondent  of  HaAretz ,  Israel’s  leading 
daily  paper.  He  served  as  Spokesman  for  the 
Ministry  of  Defense  and  Advisor  to  both 
Moshe  Dayan  and  Shimon  Peres  during  their 
tenures  as  Defense  Minister.  He  also  was 
Spokesman  of  the  Foreign  Ministry  and  Ad¬ 
visor  to  the'  Foreign  Minister  on  Public  Af¬ 
fairs,  serving  with  both  Moshe  Dayan  and 
Yitzhak  Shamir.  In  this  capacity  he  directly 
participated  in  all  phases  of  the  peace  pro¬ 
cess  between  Egypt  and  Israel.  In  1968,  Mr. 
Lavie  published  the  first  biography  of  Moshe 
Dayan. 

Mr.  Lavie  is  married  and  has  four  chil¬ 
dren,  two  of  whom  are  currently  serving  in 
the  Israel  Defense  Forces.

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Hebrew  Free  Loan  Society 
Helps  College  Students 

College  students  and  their  parents  faced 
ith  the  problem  of  meeting  tuition  cost 
because  of  curtailment  in  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment  student  assistant  programs  may  be 
able  to  qualify  for  aid  from  the  Hebrew  Free 
Loan  Society  of  New  York. 

In  response  to  the  problem,  and  to  mark 
its  ninetieth  anniversary,  the  Hebrew  Free 
Loan  Society  inaugurated  a  new  program  of 
interest-free  loans  for  students  and  their 
families  living  in  the  metropolitan  area  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Society’s  president,  Milton 
Schwartz.  An  initial  grant  was  given  to  the 
program  by  Mrs.  Rose  Schwartz,  a  vice 
president  of  the  Society  and  a  pioneer  in  free 
loan  philanthropy,  and  has  since  been 
augmented  by  others  who  have  added  to  the 
fund.  In  the  first  year  of  the  program’s 
operation  a  half  million  dollars  in  loans  were 
granted.  The  fund  is  known  as  the  Schwartz 
Scholarship  Loan  Fund. 

The  funds  are  designed  to  be  a  supplement 
to  the  student’s  basic  financial  resources  and 
are  limited  to  25%  of  annual  tuition  and 
related  costs  up  to  a  maximum  of  $2,000  for 
each  applicant  who  qualifies.  Loans  are 
available  only  to  families  living  in  New  York 
City  and  its  surrounding  suburbs  but  the  stu¬ 
dent  may  attend  any  accredited  college  in  the 
country. 

The  loans  are  similar  to  those  provided  by 

3e  Federal  government’s  guaranteed  Parent 
}>an  Program  with  respect  to  the  repayment 
hedule  (on  a  monthly  basis  over  the  period 
of  one  year)  -  but  unlike  those  loans  are 
interest-free.  Loans  are  renewable  each  year 
as  long  as  the  student  matriculates.

Glass  Sculpture  Becomes  Part  Of 
Synagogue’s  Art  Collection 

A  glass  sculpture  by  Herman  Perlman  en¬ 
titled  “Scrolls  of  the  Law”  has  been  given  to 
the  synagogue  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  M. 
Shapiro.  The  sculpture  will  be  placed  in  the 
Family  Room  where  it  will  add  beauty  and 
dignity  to  the  decoration  of  the  room  as  well 
as  serve  as  a  valuable  addition  to  the  art  col¬ 
lection  of  the  synagogue. 

Perlman  began  his  career  as  a  staff  artist 
on  the  Washington  Post.  He  subsequently 
became  famous  for  his  caricatures  of  world 
personalities,  people  in  politics  and  in  the 
theater. 

He  went  on  to  experiment  with  etching  in 
glass.  After  several  years  of  experimentation, 
he  developed  equipment  that  forces  air  and 
sand  to  carve  deep  into  thick  glass,  produc¬ 
ing  dimensional  glass  carvings.  He  works 
with  a  fine  pointed  knife  and  a  jet  of  air  and 
sand  to  produce  his  glass  sculptures. 

He  sculpted  a  lifesize  Abraham  Lincoln  in 
glass  for  the  Lincoln  birthplace  museum  in 
Hodgenville,  Kentucky.  He  carved  the  eleven 
thousand  names  of  casualties  in  World  War 
II  and  Korea  on  a  glass  wall  110  feet  long 
and  30  feet  high  in  the  Virginia  World  War  II 
Memorial  in  Richmond.  And  several  glass 
panels  of  his  are  in  the  White  House.
